Lond6n, June 18.—Czernowitz, capi- 
tal of the Austrian crown land of Buko- 
wina, is in the hands of the Russians, 
and the Austrians who had been hold- 
ing it are in a retreat toward the Car- 
pathian mountains. Hard fighting took 
place in the capture of the Czernowitz 
brjdgehead and in the’ passage of the 
River Pruth, but when finally the Rus- 
sians gained the right bank of the 
river the Austrians evacuated the capi- 
tal, leaving one thousand prisoners and 
some guns in the hands of the Rus- 
Fians. 

To the north, in Galicia and Volhynia, 
the Russians are meeting with des- 
perate resistance on the part of Austro- 
Hungarians and Germans, some of the 
latter of whom are declared by Petro- 
grad to have been brought from the 
French front in an endeavor to aid in 
etemming the Russian advance. 

While Petrograd asserts that the 
Russians are repulsing the counter at- 
tacks, pressing the Teutonic allies far- 
ther back and taking from them large 
numbers of prisoners 2nd quantities 
of war materials, both Vienna and Ber- 
jin report victories for’ their arms in 
Galicia and Volhynia. Vienna says that 
north of the Lipa river, in Galicta, 
the Austrians put down a Russian at- 
tack, gaining ground and took 900 men 
prisoner, while Berlin asserts that along 
the Styr on both sides of Kolki apd 
between the Lutsk road and the Turya 
sector the Germans under General von 
Linsingen repulsed Russian attacks and 
captured 3,446 Russians and some guns.

The 
Juarez garrison was reinforced by the 
arrival of about one hundred troops 
from Chihuahua City, while battery 
A, of the New Mexico national guard, 
140 men, and four 3-inch fleld guns 
arrived from Columbus, N. M., to take 
station at Fort Bliss, Texas, on the 
outskirts of El Paso. The battery is 
the first of the state organizations re- 
cently mustered into federal service 
to cross into another state for duty. 
To Protect Peaceful Mexicans, 

General Bell announced tonight that 
in any eventuality the fullest possi- 
ble protection would be afforded to all 
law-abiding Mexicans on the American 
side of the frontier. The announce- 
ment did much to quiet the fears ex- 
pressed by the large Mexican popula- 
tion of the city. General Bell also re- 
iterated a public warning to all per- 
sons in El Paso to stay off the streets 
in the event of trouble. 

Added precautions were taken to- 
day to prevent the smuggling of am- 
munition across the Mexican line after 
the arrest at the international bridge 
of Luis Correr, charged with attempt- 
ing to take 2,500 rounds of small arms 
ammunition across the boundary in 
motor cars. Correr, who was taken 
into custody by military authorities, 
declined to discuss his case. 

A heavily loaded passenger train ar- 
rived from Chihtahua City today. car- 
rying two of the seven Americans who 
were eft there, and 1,000 Mexican ref- 
ugees from Torreon. The refugees said 
that in their opinion the Americans 
remaining in the state are in no dan- 
ger, their Mexican friends being amply 
able to protect them.

Brownsville, Texas, June 18.—Having 
accomplished its object, the dispersing 
of Mexican bandits who Friday night 
raided Texas ranches and attacked a 
detachment of the Twenty-sixth infan- 
try east of San Benito, Texas, and upon 
promises of the Carranza commander 
at Matamoros that he would run down 
and punish the outlaws, the fourth 
American punitve expedition to enter 
Mexico was withdrawn today. 

There were no American casualties. 
Two bandits were -killed and two 
wounded, according to the official re- 
port of the fight, although an unofficial 
report, confirmed in Matamoros tonight, 
placed the Mexican dead at two. 

The withdrawal expedition tonight is 
camped at San Pedro, Texas, about 12 
miles west of Brownsville, awaiting 
developments after having, according 
to General James Parker's official re- 
port, “eleaned out a nest of bandits on 
ranches opposite the San  Pedro- 
Ranchito district.” 

These ranches included the Tahua- 
chal ranch about 10 miles west of 
Matamoros, which is notorious as a 
bandit haven. 

Fraught With Grave Possibilities. 


Military authorities tonight regard- 
ed the situation as fraught with the 
gravest possibilities. 
ed by a report that the leader of the 
band which engaged the troops when 
they were withdrawing was clad in a 
costume composed partly of the uni- 
form of a Carranza soldier. He was 
one of the men killed. 

The attack on the rear guard was 
made after two troops and a machine 
gun troop of the Third cavalry had re- 
crossed to the United States. Troops 
E and F, commanded by Lieutenants 
John Reads, Jr., and Peabody, were 
back from the river, covering the re- 
treat to the Rio Grande. 

The outpost reported the appearance 
of a small band of mounted men, who, 
on seeing the Americans, opened fire. 
Troop E quickly replied, and was joined 
by troop F. The firing continued for 
ten minutes at a range of approximate- 
ly 600 yards. Two men were seen to 
fall from their horses. The leader 
went to the aid of one of those wound- 
ed, but was struck by two bullets, one 
in the back of the neck. 

The cavalry then charged the Mexi- 
cans, who fled in the direction of Mat- 
amoros. The chase continued three 
miles, when Major Edward Anderson 
ordered it halted, on orders from head- 
quarters here to recross the river. 

The first expedition, commanded by 
Lieutenant A. D. Newman, crossed the 
Rio Grande yesterday morning in pur- 
suit of a “hot trail.””. His command 
comprised troop H of the Third cav- 
alry. A second expedition, which cross- 
ed at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
headed by Major Edward Anderson, of 
the Third cavalry, comprised a sec- 
ond squadron of the Third cavalry, 
one machine gun troop, one machine 
gun of the Twenty-sixth infantry, one 
battalion: of the Twenty-sixth infan- 
try and a detachment of the Fourth 
infantry. The entire expedition whieh 
swam the Rio Grande took position 
on the Mexican side two miles from

Bandits Fled Before Americans. 

The bandits fled before the Ameri- 
can forces and only one charge marked 
their stay on the Mexican side until 
the rear guard action as the expedi- 
tion was withdrawing. 

During last night Major Anderson's 
outpost was fired upon from 4’ Mexi- 
can house. The house was charged 
by the Americans, but the occupants 
were too quick for them and had fled 
into the brush. The entire section op- 
posite San Pedro was _ thoroughly 
searched, and while there was occa- 
sional sniping, none of the Americans

STATEMENT 
BY BAKER. 


Secretary Baker issued the following 
statement: 

‘In view of the disturbed conditions 
on the Mexican border and in order to 
complete protection for all 
Americans, the president has called out 
substantially all the state militia and 
will send them to the border wherever 
and as fully as General Funston de- 
termines them to be needed for the 
purpose stated. 

“If all are not needed an effort will 
be made to relieve those on duty there 
from time to time so as to distribute 
the duty. 

“This call for militia is wholly un- 
related to General Pershing’s expedi- 
tion, and contemplates no additional 
entry into Mexico, except as may be 
necessary to pursue bandits who at- 
tempt outrages on American soil. 

“The militia are being called out so 
as to leave some troops in the several 
states. They will be mobilized at their 
where necessary recruit- 
ing can be do.ue.”

Mobilization of the national guards- 
men to support General Funston’s line 
will pave the way for releasing some 
30,000 regulars for immediate service 
in Mexico in the event of open hostili- 
ties with the Carranza government. 
The guardsmen themselves could not 
be used beyond the line without au- 
thority of congress and until they had 
volunteered for duty, as they are call- 


ed out under the old militia law. The 


new law, which would make them 
available for any duty under the fed- 
eral government goes into effect July 1. 

The entire mobile regular army in 
the United States, several provisional

TELEGRAMS SENT 
TO ALL GOVERNORS. 


Telegrams calling for the militia 
were sent tonight to the governors of 
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all states except the three whose 
guardsmen already have been mustered 
in, after an all-day conference at the 
war department, attended by Secre- 
tary Baker, Major General Scott, chief 
of staff; Major General Bliss, chief of 
the mobile army, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Mills, chief of the militia division 
general staff. Brigadier General Mc- 
Combs, president of the Army War 


college, also was consulted. Since Mr. 


Baker did not find it necessary to con- 
fer. again with President Wilson after 
his last visit to the white house late 
last night, it was apparent the deci- 
sion to bring ou the militia was reach- 
ed then. . 

By the new orders there will be 
Placed at General, Funston’s disposal 
two major generals and twenty-one 
brigadier generals of militia with their 
complete infantry commands. The en- 
tire infantry divisions from New York 
and Pennsylvania are called out, as 
are fifteen full brigades from other 
states. In all, eighty-eight regiments 
of infantry, with thirteen separate 
battalions and many separate compa- 
nies are affected, giving a total of 
1,148 companies, each of which must 
have a minimum sfrength of sixty-five 
men when mustered into the federal 
service. The total enlisted force of 
infantry, therefore, would be not less 
than °856,000 men. 


FEW COMPANIES 
NOT INCLUDED. 


ess than 600 companies, scattered 
throughout the country, will not be 
mustered and the national guard coast 
artillery companies have not been 
summoned. All of the field artillery, 
cavalry, engineer and signal troops will 
be employed, as will many of the mi- 
litia field hospitals and ambulance 
companies. The war department has 
on hand ample equipment and cloth- 
ing to outfit and maintain this force. 

The call applies to 79 batteries of 
field artillery, 99 troops of cavalry and 
one New York cavalry machine gun 
troop, 25 engineer companies and 29 
signal companies, all with full equip- 
ment already issued to them. Twenty- 
six ambulance companies and 27 field 
hospitals also have been ordered made 
ready for entrainment. 

No indication was given at the state 
department tonight of the course to be 
pursued with regard to the reply to 
General Carranza’s note demanding the 
withdrawal of the American troops now 
in Mexico. It was prepared last week 
by Secretary Lansing and is still in 
President Wilson’s hands. It had been 
intended to dispatch it to Mexico City 
tomorrow by special messenger but re- 
cent developments may change this 
plan. 


OMINOUS MESSAGE 
FROM CARRANZA. 


Official reports that recent raids 
along the border had created alarm 
among American residents in Mexico 
City and elsewhere beyond the border 
were reflected today in a message re- 
ceived at the Mexican embassy from 
General Carranza. It stated that ex- 
citement prevailed at the Mexican cap- 
ital over the ominous signs along the 
border, and asked Eliseo Arredondo, 
ambassador designate, to tell the first 
chief what he had learned of the in- 
tentions of the Washington govern- 
ment toward Mexico. In reply Mr. 
Arredondo included a copy of Secre- 
tary Baker’s statement announcing the 
call for the militia. 

General Carranza’s note demanding 
the recall of the American expedition 
asked for a statement of the purposes 
of the United States and Secretary 
Lansing’s response as it has been draft- 
ed is understood virtually to restate 
the Mexican plank in the platform 
adopted by the democratic national 
convention at St. Louis. 

When officials here heard of to- 
night’s message to the embassy they 
construed it as a further indication that 
the de facto government was strug- 
gling with elements within Mexico over 
which it had little control. For three 
months the economic situation, which 
General Carranza has been attempting 
to solve without foreign financial aid, 
has been growing steadily worse. Un- 
easiness has been manifested in many 
parts of the republic and agitators 
whose purposes and affiliations are not 
clearly known here have seized the 
opportunity to stir the smouldering an- 
ti-American feeling throughout north- 
ern Mexico. 


GROWING ALARM 
AT WASHINGTON. 


The Washington government has 
watched with growing alarm the 
spread of disorders throughout Mexico 
and the evidences that Carranza’s con- 
trol over his army and his people was 
waning from day to day. Up to the 
time Gereral Trevino served notice on 
General Pershing last week that any 
movement of his troops except toward 
the border would be treated as a hos- 
tile act, there was no clear indication 
as to Carranza’s own attitude. His in- 
tentions still are somewhat in doubt, 
although the fact that he is said to have 
personally directed Trevino’s§ action 
leaves little ground for speculation on 
that score. 

The question remaining to be set- 
tled is whether General Carranza will 
go to the limit of ordering an attack 
upon General Pershing’s troops. There 
is no indication that President Wilson 
has any intention of weakening in his 
determination to keep the expedition 
where it is. It is also evident, how- 
ever, that the administration has no 
present purpose of ordering renewed 
activities.after bandits by the column, 
except in the limited zone in which 
it has been operating with signal suc- 
cess for some weeks. General Persh- 
ing’s recent reports have indicated that 
he has succeeded in clearing out all or- 
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ganized bands of outlaws in the vicin- 
ity of his camps. 


BLUFF CREDITED 
TO CARRANZA. : 


Some officials here have been in- 
clined to look upon the Carranza note 
and many of his other more or less hos- 
tile actions as attempts to placate the 
radical anti-American elements in Mex- 
ico without actually bringing on hos- 
tilities with the United States. They 
declare the Mexican government has 
gone to the limit each time, but always 
fallen just short of the word or act 
that would have made a clash certain. 
These officials believe Carranza is play- 
ing a game of bluff, and that much as 
he might hate Villa, the direct 
cause for the present situation, he 
dared not to attempt to capture the 
bandit and turn him over to the United 
States for punishment because he fear- 
ed to make a national hero and martyr 
of his former ally against Huerta. 

In this connection it was learned in 
diplomatic circles tonight that foreign 
agents in Mexico believe Villa to have 
been stricken with paralysis as a re- 
sult of wounds received during or after 
the Columbus raid. He is said to be 
in hiding in the hills and the intima- 
tion that Carranza officials could put 
their hands on him in a few days if 
they so desired. 

The Mexican situation is certain to 
come up in congress when the two 
houses resume active business this 
week. To defray the expenses of mobil- 
izing the national guard and main- 
taining it in the federal service, emer- 
gency appropriations will be needed 
immediately. Congress granted the war 
department liberal emergency funds be- 
cause of the border situation some time 
ago. These are virtually gone now, and 
Secretary Baker probably will submit 
@ largely increased estimate within a 
few days. No official would hazard a 
guess as to the sum that might be 
needed. 


WILSON POLICY 
NOT CHANGED. 


Summed up tonight, 
as to Mexico was this: President Wil- 
s0n’s policy is unchanged, although he 
has taken the last possible step short 
of calling for volunteers to defend 
the border. American troops are in 
Mexico for that purpose and for that 
purpose only. his has been stated 
over and over again by Mr. Wilson and 
now has been affirmed by the demo- 
cratic platform upon which he will 
seek re-election. The platform also 
states, however, that the troops are to 
remain in Mexico until the de facto 
government uses its military forces 
to police the border region so thor- 
oughly that renewed raiding is im- 
probable. The Washington government 
has little faith in the assurances of 
General Carranza that he is able to 
do this and has accomplished much in 
that direction. Raiding has increased 
rather than diminished since additional 
Mexican troops were ordered into Chi- 
huahua and other northern states. 
It has been made plain, officials said, 
that only American troops could be 
counted on to safeguard American in- 
terests on the border. 

Even with the call for militia, how- 

ever, it was declared emphatically to- 
night there was nothing to indicate 
that intervention plans were being con- 
sidered. Stress was laid in every of- 
ficial quarter on the fact that only 
defensive measures were in progress 
and it was reasserted that if hostilities 
between the two governments are to 
follow, they will come only from acts 
of the Mexican officials. 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, received 
a telegram today from residents of San 
Benito and the lower Rio Grande val- 
ley asking the federal government to 
furnish them with arms and ammuni- 
tion for use in protecting themselves 
and their property. The request was 
submitted to the war department, with 
a suggestion by the senator that it be 
granted. Colonel Bullard, commanding 
a force of American troops near San 
Benito, is said to have advised the oiti- 
ae to take steps to protect them- 
selves.

Proves Boom 


to Recruiting; 


Atlantans Ready for Service 


What local regimental officers and 
men of wide military experience point 
to with extreme pride and declare al- 
most unprecedented, is the fact. that 
within two hours after the news that 
the Georgia national guard had been 
called to mobilize there was not one 
of the twelve companies of the Fifth 
regiment but was represented at the 
officers’ headquarters in the armory 
by sufficient number of commissioned 
officers to assume command of each 
company. 

In most instances, the captain himself 
was quickly on hand, and in no in- 
Stance had the captain not been heard 
from (by phone, and either his first or 
second lieutenant had reported ready 
for whatever might be required; also 
one or more sergeants vf each com- 
pany was on hand in an _ incredibly 
short time. 

This would be a remarkable showing 
on any day of the week, but is espe- 
cially 6o in view of the fact that it 
was a most beautiful Sunday, when 
the nearby pleasure resorts, the parks, 
picnic grounds, etc., are largely pat- 
ronized. 

As an illustration of the prompt- 
ness of the men to present themselves 
for duty, Lieutenant Jones, of Com- 
pany H, who was on a pleasure trip 
to Tallulah Falls when he heard the 
news, hurried iback to the city, and 
When he got here he found awaiting 


him a long distance telephone call from 
his captain, John W. Quillian, who was 
on a visit to Birmingham, Ala., where 
he, too, learned through the press dis- 
patches what had happened. 

The officers of Company F, out of 
the city, telegraphed to their com- 
manding officer that they are hurry- 
ing home. 

Within an hour after the news had 
got onto the street young men began 
calling at the armory and applying for 
enlistment, and by 10 o’clock eight had 
been recruited in this way. A rush 
for enlistments is expected today, and 
every effort will be made by each com- 
pany commander to recruit his force up 
to full strength as quickly as possible. 

Immediately the news from Washing- 
ton began to circulate downtown, as 
said above, officers and men hastened 
to the armory to learn what, if any, 
orders had been issued and to “hear the 
latest,” and all evening the general 
and company offices were crowded. 
With very few exceptions the men, of- 
ficers and privates, expressec them- 
selves as ready and wilhing to volun- 
teer for service across the border if 
called upon to do ao. All seemed 
eager to go to the border, and proba- 
bly not more than a dozen of the en- 
tire regiment but will willingly vol- 
unteer for army service in Mexico.

MOBILIZATION. 


Here is the official notification from 

the secretary of war. 

“THion. N. E. Harris, Governor 
Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 
“Having in view the possibility of 

further aggression upon the terri- 
tory of the United States from 
Mexico, and the necessity for the 
proper protection of the frontier, 
the president has thought proper to 
exercise the authority vested in him 
by the constitution and laws, and 
call out the organized militia and 
the national guard necessary .for 
that puprose. Iam, in consequence, 
instructed by the president to call it 
to the service of the United States 
forthwith. Through you, the fol- 
lowing units of the organized mili- 
tia and the national guard of the 
state of Georgia, which the presi- 
dent directs shall be assembled at 
the state mobilization point, Ma- 
con (or at the places to be desig- 
nated to you by the commanding 
general, eastern department), are 
to report for muster into the serv- 
ice of the United States: 

“One brigade of three regiments 
of infantry, one squadron and one 
troop of cavalry, one battalion of 
field artillery, one field hospital 
organization. To be accepted into 
the federal service, these should 
have the minimum peace strength 


of 


now prescribed for organized mi-

organization, United States army. 

In case any regiment, battalion or

medical corps, duly recognized as 
pertaining to state headquarters, 
under table 1, tables of organiza- 
tion, organized militia and not else- 
where required for duty in state 
administration, be ordered to camp 
for duty as camp staff officers.

WORK WILL 
BEGIN TODAY. 


Based upon the foregoing order, as 
soon as Governor Harris shall issue 
orders to Adjutant General Nash, which 
will probably be this morning, Gen- 
eral Nash will direct Maior s. M. Dan- 
iel, quartermaster general, of Griffin, 
to proceed to Macon and make prepara- 
tion for use of the mobilization camp, 
lay in supplies for infantry and cav- 
alry, and prepare kitchens for the com- 
mands. This work he anticipates will 
be completed without the _ slightest 
hitch, and expresses the confident be- 
lief that the guard of this state will 
be in readiness, and fully mobilized as 
quickly as that of any state in the 
union. He believes Georgia will make 
a better record in its mobilization than 
the regular army did in moving from 


Columbus, N. M., across the border into 
Mexico, when it was called. 

“I feel quite confident that, in six 
days after the order has been issued 
for the Georgia troops to move from 
their home stations to the mobilization 
camp in Macon, the entire organization 
will report itself there and ready.” 

he encampment grounds in Macon 
have been selected for some time, and 
for this reason it is anticipated that 
no other point in the state is likely to 
'be designated as a mobilization point, 
although the order from the secretary 
of war provides for the possibility of 
other points being named. Dispatches 
from acon indicate that the en- 
campment grounds will be in readiness 
for the militia within twelve hours 
from the receipt of the order by the 
governor. 


MILITIA MUST 
VOLUNTEER. 


It does not appear likely that the m!- 
litia of Georgia will be sent immedi- 
ately into Mexico, although it may be 
assigned at any moment for duty on 
the American side of the border. Un- 
der the present law the president is 
not empowered to order the militia 
out of the United States, except such 
members of the militia as may volun- 
teer to go outside the United States. 

Under the new law, which goes into 
effect July 1, members of the national 
Suard are required to take oath that 
they will serve anywhere in the world 
that the president may order, if they 
re-enlist under this law. Although the 
men of the Fifth regiment have not yet 
taken this oath, practically all the of- 
ficers of the Fifth have done so and 
are now ready to serve wherever the 
president may order them. 

At a recent canvass of the Fifth reg- 
iment men with large families were to 
a considerable extent eliminated, so 
that the present order will work as 
small hardship as possible upon Atlanta 
families. It is the hope of the officers 
of the Fifth regiment that enlistments 
of single men will be such that no 
married men will be called upon to 
leave their homes. 

“I believe that the young men of 
Atlanta will meet this emergency,” 
said Colonel Orville Hall last night. 
“We are looking for husky young fel- 
lows, and the Faberest shown tonight 
before the governor ever received the 
order from the secretary of war indi- 
cated that there will be enough single 
men who will offer themselves to make 
it unnecessary to use married men 
who cannot conveniently leave their 
families for this service.” 


PAY OF 
THE MEN. 


The pay of the men in ranks who 
go upon this service will range from 
$15 to $45 per month: Experts will 
get $5 extra; sharpshooters will get 
$3 extra, and marksmen will get $2 
extra. The pay of every man and 
officer will ‘be increased by 20 per cent 
in event they are called upon to cross 
the border. 

Colonel Hall stated last night that, 
although men of the militia are not 
now subject to the order of the presi- 
dent to cross the border, that he does 
not believe that there will be a single 
man in the Fifth regiment who goes 
to the border who will not be willing 
to cross in service of his country. 

The minimum peace strength per in- 
fantry company of the militia is six- 
ty-five men. The Fifth regiment, as 
well as most of the other infantry or- 
ganizations in the state, is ‘below this 
standard, but it is not anticipated that 
there will be any difficulty in recruit- 
ing up not only to the full peace 
strength, but even to the full war 
strength of 120 men to the company. 

“olonel Orville H. Hall, of the Fifth 
regiment, Atlanta’s troops, announced 
following notification of President Wil- 
son’s order that his command would 
number 700 officers and men. Of that 
number he stated that 80 per cent 
should go and that over 70 per cent 
had already volunteered to go should 
just such an emergency as has arisen 
show itself.

Additional Gunboats and 
Other Small Vessels for 
East and West Coasts.

Washington, June 18.—Secretary 
Daniels tonight ordered seven destroy- 
eérs and nine other small war vessels 
to Mexican waters to join unite of the 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets already sta- 
tioned in the east and west Mexican 
coasts. The secretary described ‘the 
movement as “precautionary.” The ves- 
eels probably will be used to bring 
home American refugees should an 
emergency develop.

Three destroyers 
will be selected from the fleet of six 
mow en route to Key West from San 
Oomingo.

No other additional ship movements 


are contemplated at the present time, 
Secretary Daniels declared.

Rational Alternative to War. 


(Charlton Bates Strayer in Leslie’s.) 

If a world court is ever to be more 
than a dream it must have in it the 
elements of compulsion and force. Men 
don’t go to court voluntarily, mor do 
they have respect for a court that is 
powerless to enforce its decrees. These 
points were emphasized by ex-Presi- 
dent Taft in his address at the World 
Court congress in New York upon “The 
Supreme Court of the United States, the 
Prototype of a World Court.” Such a 
court, depending for its existence upon 
international agreement, must have the 
power to decide whether questions pre- 
sented in complaints come within the 
jurisdiction of the court. If any nation 
were free to decide for itself whether 
or not it should submit questions to 
such a tribunal, it would be without 
authority. “Courts of general jurisdic- 
tion in every nation,” says ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, “pass conclusively on their 
own jurisdiction, and so ought a per- 
manent, international court, if it is to 
be effective.” The nations which may 
agree to the creation of such an inter- | 
national tribunal must likewise pos- 
sess a degree of miiltary power suffi- 
cient to make effective by force the 
decrees of the court should reason fail.

AUSTRIANS SURPRISED 
BY RUSS ONSLAUGHT 


Archduke’ Frederick Celebrat- 
ing His Birthday When 
Czar’s Forces Struck. 


London, June 19.—The whole brunt 
of the first onslaught on Lutsk fell 
on two divisions of which only sorry 
remnants survived, according to Aus- 
trian prisoners, says a Reuter’s Pet- 
rograd dispatch. After the destruction 
of these divisions the Russians poured 
through the Austrian lines, menacing 
the rear of Archduke Joseph Ferdi- 
nand's fourth army. This necessitated 
the precipitate evacuation of the whole 
Lutsk region. 

The day on which General Brusiloff’s 
movement began, says the dispatch, 
chanced to be the sixtieth birthaay of 
Archduke Frederick, the commander- 
in-chief of the Austrian army, who 
came to Archduke Joseph Ferdinand’s 
headquarters at Lutsk in order to cel- 
ebrate the occasion with the army. 
Lutsk was gaiiy beflagged with the 
Austrian and Hungarian colors, and 
ihere were illuminations in the even- 
ing. There was a review of the troops 
and the holders of the Order of the 
[Iron Crown in the town hall square. 
Archduke Fré@erick extolled the valor | 
and prowess of the soldiers, whom he 
exhorted to fresh victories, which, he 
declared, would soon ‘bring them to a 
long and happy peace. 

After the review, there was an open 
air luncheon in the beautiful Lutsk 
park. 

“Both archdukes,”’ continues the dis- 
patch, “were among the gayest of the 
gay, sublimely unconscious of the im- 
minent catastrophe.

The bandit, Villa, appears to be upon the 
threshold of achievement of his ambition, 
indicated in his murderous border raids— 
the intervention of the United States in

And, as if sanctioning the course of Villa, 

which he has never made any serious effort 
to interfere with or punish, Provisional 
President Carranza now invites it through 
the unreasonable attitude he has assumed 
toward the American punitive expedition 
there for no other purpose than the just 
punishment of the bandits.

If it comes to this, we will not go un- 
prepared. It may be some weeks or months 
before the required army can be mustered 
and equipped; but when we go into Mexico, 
if we must, we shall go in sufficient force 
to accomplish the purposes for which inter- 
vention igs undertaken, with the least pos- 
sible loss of life. 

In the meantime, Mexico will be com- 
pletely shut off from the outside world. Cer- 
tainly, as soon as intervention is determined 
on, effective blockade of all the Mexican 
coasts will be set up, and nothing will be 
permitted to enter or leave that country 
without the sanction of this government. 

It is a task for which the people of the 
United States have no desire or liking; but 
if it becomes duty, if it must be done, they 
will do it as it should be, completely and 
effectively. Mexico will be brought to her 
senses, a quality in which, under present 
rule, she is evidently seriously lacking. 

If intervention, apparently now unavoid- 
able, ig brought about, Mexican thick-head- 
edness must bear the responsibility for it. 
Certainly this country has done everything 
within its power to avoid it, short of per- 
mitting the continuance of murderous bor- 
der raids which the present Mexican author- 
ities are apparently powerless to suppress. 

Every assurance that could possibly be 
asked, that we have no designs upon that 
country and do not want to interfere with 
its internal policies, has been given; but 
Mexican suspicion cannot understand true 
disinterestedness. 

We may as well make up our minds that 
it has got to come, and get ready for it as 
speedily as possible. Then, if by chance, 
it may be warded off, so much the better. 
But if not, there will be no cessation in the 
process until Mexico has been forced to her 
knees and agrees to become good and stay 
good. :

THE HOME SUPPLY BASIS. 


The Charlotte (N. C.) News, advocating 
greater diversity in crops for North Caro- 
lina, says that not until the farmers take 
heartily to the diversified plan will they be 
“farming for themselves;”’ and it adds that 
“the genius of economy will drive ' them 
around to the point, sooner or later, where 
they must branch off to a diversity which 
means something in their own pockets and 
something in the mouths of their neighbors 
in the cities.” 

The outlook for a change to the home- 
supply basis is encouraging. The News 
says: 


The probabilities are that the coming 
years will even enhance their opportuni- 
ties in this respect, but they will more 
and more be driven to see that there is 
no real money-making in cotton if they 
are forced to turn right around and spend 
their profits in purchasing home sup- 
plies. 


“Farming for themselves” is the right 
way to look at it, and North Carolina, with 
such a fine system of good roads, offers spe- 
cial inducements in quick transportation be- 
tween town and country of all the farmer 
has to sell. 

The plea has been that if the farmers 
knew there would be a ready and profitable 
market for diversified home supplies they 
would pay more attention to the raising of 
such products and devote a larger acreage 
to them. 

The guarantee for this is in the spirit of 


co-operation manifested by the merchants of | 


the towns; by local trade organizations and, 
best of all, by the good roads of a state. And 
in this last respect, North Carolina has a 
record for state and county pride. 


COUNCIL’S PLAIN DUTY. 

The city council will make another and 
a most serious mistake if it considers even 
for a moment the threat of one of its mem- 
bers to attempt to divert the $15,000 appro- 
priation set apart for the building of a new 
Marietta street school near the Exposition 
cotton mills. 

The Exposition company has generously 
agreed to give the city a $15,000 lot, of three 
and one-half acres, at a point where school 
facilities are most needed. The original 
condition was that the city should expend 
$22,500 in a modern and adequate school 
building. For this school $15,000 was set 
apart in the January budget, and $7,500 was 
added to it in the June budget. 

. Notwithstanding the fact that this latter 
amount has been taken away, and that some, 
at least, of those members who voted for its 
removal did so designedly to prevent the 
building of this school on the lot offered the 
city free, the company has agreed that it 
will still deed the lot to the city in con- 
sideration of the erection of a $15,000 school 
building. 

Now the suggestion comes of effort to 
divert this $15,000 appropriation, made last 
January for a Marietta street school, for 
no other reason than studied and deter- 
mined opposition on the part of certain 
members to the acceptance of this free lot 
which will save the city treasury just that 
much money. Moreover, it is the best lot,

from standpoint of location, size and other | 
features, that could be secured for the : 


purpose. 

Such attitude as this on the part of any 
member of council who is capable of rising 
above mere personal interest and has the 
city’s welfare at heart, is almost inconceiv- 
able. 

The remedy for conditions of this sort, 
of course, is to take the control of the pub- 
lic schools out of the hands of council, 
which means taking them out of politics. 
Certainly there could be no stronger evi- 
dence needed of the fact that school man- 
agement and expenditure of school funds 
should be lodged solely in the board of ed- 
ucation. 

The board, which has given careful study 
to the Marietta street situation, has decided 
that the acceptance of this lot from the Ex- 
position company for a new school is the 
very best proposition which can be adopted. 
That should leave absolutely no question 
about it. 

Council’s plain duty to the city is the 
prompt acceptance of this proposal and the 
unquestioned approval of the appropriation 
for building the new school. It cannot af.- 
ford to consider any other course, nor is it 
possible, in advance of action, to believe 
it will.

KENTUCKY. 
‘By GEORGE FITCH 
Author ef “At Geed O14 Siwash” 


Kentucky is one of the warmest American 
States, not only climatically, but politically. 
It is situated just south of the healthy re- 
partee belt and is separated from Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois by the Ohio river, which 
is often swum by minority delegates in 
Kentucky caucuses, 

Kentucky is shaped like a suffragette 
shoe, and is of medium size, about a No. 9 
on an E last. It was settled by Daniel 
Boone with the aid'of a long rifle in 1769, 
and the Daniel Boone method of settlemen} 
is still piously maintained in most parts of 
the state in all important questions. 

Kentucky is a wonderfully fertile region, 
and huge crops are raised whenever the in- 
habitants have time. The state is full of 
fast horses, beautiful women, fine whisky and 
red hot men. It hasn’t much of a popula- 
tion, considering its size, but it could have 
Rad twice as much if the early Kentucklan 
had been water-jacketed and kept below a 
shooting temperature. Men kill each other 
over politics in Tennessee and over cards in 
Texas, and as a recreation in Chicago, but in 
Kentucky crops, politics and family quarrels 
are all fatal. The result is that in some dis- 
tricts the Kentuckian who dies in bed with 
his boots off is sat upon by the coroner, 
who tries to find the reason. 

Kentucky raises more tobacco than any 
other state, when the night rider doesn't 
ride. The hight rider is a sort of human 
boll weevil which gets into the crops and 
ruins them with a hoe. It travels in crowds 
and is brave and fearless wherever its oppo- 
nent is unarmed. The feud is another Ken- 
tucky disease which has put a sad cramp 
into the population. The feud flourishes in 
the mountains of eastern Kentucky, where 
the railroad and the public library do not 
intrude, and is a sort of a four generation 
family quarrel conducted with shot guns. 
When one feudist meets another feudist in 
a narrow alley and th@ second feudist re- 
fuses to sidetrack the first feudist shoots 
him. Then the son of the feudist of the 
second part shoots the feudist of the first 
part, and the nephew of the feudist of the 
first part shoots the son and second cousin 


The feud is a sort of family quarrel, con- 
ducted with shot-guns. 


of the feudist of the second part and the 
brother-in-law and uncle by marriage of the 
feudist of the second part catch the nephew 
and grandson and sister and cousin by mar- 
riage of the feudist of the first part at 
-church and fill them so full of lead that they 
have to be taken home on a truck. Taking 
the census in Breathitt county by piece- 
work is a poorhouse job. 

Kentucky has many fine old cities and 
beautiful plantations. It is noted for its 
sunshine, its moonshine, its blue grass and 
its red noses, its mint juleps and its whisky. 
Making taxed whisky is a business in Ken- 
tucky and making un-taxed whisky is a rec- 
reation. .

TORNADOES. 


A tornado is a meteorological brain 
storm. It comes mostly in June when politi- 
cal conventions and other convulsions of na- 
ture are plentiful and is positively the worst 
thing that can happen to the weather. Men 
who have looked the tornado in the eye and 
have felt its firce embrace are able to en- 
joy cloudbursts, sunstroke, frost bite, ty- 
phoons and London ever afterward. 

The tornado makes its lair in the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri valleys as a rule. It 
is a grizzly, gray-greenish cloud with a long 
funnel attachment which extends to earth 
and through which it sucks up the scenery 
with avidity. This funnel whirls at the rate 
of eleven million revolutions a minute and 
as it proceeds: across the country, it picks 
up farmhouses, chickens, locomotives, 
churches, haystacks, school houses, black- 
berry patches and national banks and car- 
ries them away. This shows the natural 
viciousness of the tornado. It has no use for 
these things—it only carries them away to 
cause annoyance. After mixing them up 
thoroughly, filling the school houses with lo- 
comotives, impaling the hay-stack on the 
church steeple, -picking the feathers from 
the chickens and mixing them with five- 
dollar bills, it deposits the mess in the next 
county in a forty-acre stand of wheat, folds 
up its funnel and goes away to take another 
bite out of civilization somewhere else. You 
can follow the path of a tornado across a 
whole state by the things which aren't 
there. Even a city detective could do it. 

Tornadoes rise in the southwest and pro- 
ceed northeast, leaving horror and despair 
in their wake. Like Nero and other pitiless 
monsters, they are frivolous by nature and 
love to produce quaint obituaries and unique 
horrors, such as’7 blowing wheat straws 
through hired men, turning onphan asylums 
inside out, stuffing cows into pianos and 
tearing the clothes off the dazed citizen, 
leaving him arrayed in his politics ten miles 
from where home would have been if it had 
been let alone. In the old days when cy- 
clones infested Kansas a great deal, the state 
was full of mournful farmers hunting for 
misplaced houses, barns, cellars and sorting 
out tangled fences and country lines. 

When a tornado visits a town it only 
stays a minute or two, but it is mentioned 
for years, and everyone remembers dates by 
it. A tornado once overtook Bill Nye and 
earried him several miles in the direction in 
which he wasn’t going, breaking one leg 
and causing him to speak of it in terms of 
the utmost hostility for years afterward. 
Tornadoes can be avoided by dodging behind 
a mountain or into a small cellar with a 
stout door on top, but cannot be argued with 
or successfully opposed. However, no tor- 
nado has ever met Colonel Roosevelt on a 
campaign tour. Tornadoes have more luck 
than some presidenta.

[ GEORGIA EXPERIMENT STATION 


Editor Constitution: There is no institu- 
tion in Georgia capable of doing more real 
good for the agricultural interest of the 
State, and, therefore, for the people of the 
whole state, than the experiment station now 
located at Griffin, if properly supported. It 
has led a precarious existence for nearly 
thirty years, and, while it has fallen far 
shert the purposes for which it was estab- 
lished, it has done some real good, but noth- 
ing in comparison to what it would have 
accomplished had it been differently located 
and propérly supported by the state. 

I have given some study to the various 
acts establishing the experiment station, have 
undertaken to ascertain the objects for 
which it was established and the reasons why 
it has been handicapped and has fallen so 
far short in accomplishing the results which 
its founders had in mind; and, with your per- 
mission, it is my purpose to give, through 
the columns of your paper, a complete ex- 
position of the work of the Georgia experi- 
ment station, the difficulties under which it 
labors, and suggestions for its future wel- 
fare. 

Net Enough Interest in It. 

The people of Georgia dd not have the 
interest in nor the respect for the experiment 
station that they ought to have. This is a 
condition that ought to be changed, and the 
people should see that it is changed. Not 
until it is changed can the station ever rise 
to a very high plane of usefulness. Appar- 
ently, most of the newspapers of the state 
have remained silent about this matter, be- 
cause the station has been essentially a federal 
institution. Supported solely by federal ap- 
propriations, our people have been very much 
inclined to let it drift along with the polit- 
ical currents of the state. The time has now 
come when practically all states in the union 
have begun to look upon experiment stations 
with pride, as institutions which lead in 
agricultural advancement. In fact, they are 
agricultural thought and consequently 
institutions of research, institutions of learn. 
ing and of experiments, and when properly 
supported, morally and financially, play a 
big part in bringing prosperity to the agri- 
cultural interest’of the state, and, therefore, 
to all the people of the state. 

It is my purpose to writea series of letters 
on the station as it now stands, and to give 
them to the public through the columns of 
your paper, in the hope that some good will 
result, and that the present conditions will 
be changed for the best interest of the peo- 
ple and of the whole state. 

The station ought to be changed so that 
the people may profit to the fullest extent by 
the work done. Common decency demands 
this much of a great state like Georgia. The 
experiment station is handicapped in every 
possible way, and its usefulness is practically 
null and void, because of its location and 
the present policy of the state toward it. 

Not to Blame Itself. 

The experiment station itself has not been 
to blame. It has been trying in a feeble way 
to observe the federal statutes appropriating 
money for agricultural research in Georgia, 
but the state seemingly ignores its duties 
to the station and refuses year by year to 
take it in charge and make of it an institu- 
tion that will be a real help to her agricu!- 
tural interests. This policy is unjust to the 
state, unfair to the station, and but little 
short of dishonesty to the federal government 
which furnishes the appropriations. It is to 
be presumed that the state in good faith 
accepted the money from the federal govern- 
ment for operating the experiment station. 
The Morrill act passed by the federal govern- 
ment brought into existence the state col- 
leges of agriculture in 1862. There was some- 
thing lacking in the work of these colleges. 
Before they had been in operation very long, 
it was found that there was no permanent 


source of new agricultural truth on which 
the colleges could draw, and unless new 
agricultural truths could be had the colleges 
were bound to fail. To meet this need, con- 
gress passed the Hatch act and appropriated 
money to supplement the Morrill act, and 
provided for experiment stations for research 
work in connection with state colleges of 


agriculture. 


It was never contemplated by anyone, and 
certainly never intended by the federal au- 
thorities, that .the experiment stations would 
ever be separate and distinct from the agri- 
cultural colleges. In fact, no such attempt 
was €ver made except in Georgia and Ohio, 
and the latter state appropriates $25,000 a 
year to her experiment station and supple- 
ments the appropriation made by the federal 
government in order that the station may 
do general-research and demonstration work. 
This perhaps makes it possible for the sta- 
tion to exist in Ohio, but there can be no 
doubt that the agricultural college in that 
State, thus divided as it’ is, has received 
Substantial benefits from the arrangement. 
In Georgia, on the other hand, the experi- 
ment station has been divorced from the state 
college of agriculture and left without state 
aid or interest in its affairs, thus creating 
for it an impossible situation for both the 
experiment station and the college. In ac- 
cepting the appropriations by the federal 
government, the state agreed to furnish the 
land and the necessary building and equip- 
ments for the station. There was also an 
understanding that the state would maintain 
suitable environment for conducting research 
work. That is, the laboratory, building and 
Srounds were to be provided and maintained 
by the state, and the federal appropriation 
was to be used in conducting investigations, 
making experiments and in general research 
work. This was the general 
and agreement with all the states. 
gia, this has not been done. 
been no provision whatever for such neces- 
Sary expenses, thereby imposing the impos- 
sible task on the station itself of trving to 
Keep up the laboratory and large number of 
dwellings, barns, tenant houses and campus, 
and about six miles of roadways separating 
the plats used for experimental purposes, 
and at the same time keep within the spirit 
and letter of the federal law appropriating 
money for the station. It could not be done, 
and has not been done, and both the letter 
and spirit of the federal law establishing the 
experiment stations has been transcended to 
such an extent that the federal authorities 
have from time to time called the attention 
of the state to this condition. and have sug- 
gested that unless it was remedied the fed- 
eral appropriation would be withdrawn. 

State Has Done Nothing. 

The state has done nothing. 
quence is that the experiment station now 
located at Griffin has been left to eke out a 
precarious existence, falling far short of the 
purposes for which it was founded, while 
the stations in the various other states have 
received the support of the states in con- 
nection with the colleges of agriculture, with 
which they are severally located, and have 
prospered in proportion thereto, and have 
accomplished results in Keeping with the 
purposes for which they were established. 

The people of the state should join in a 
determined effort to change this situation. 
to bring order out of chaos and to place the 
experiment station in its proper rank of re- 
search institut?rons in agriculture, so that the 
agricultural interest may directly and the 
whole people indirectly receive the benefits 
for which it was established. This can 
done, and I am quite sure that Georgia, when 
it knows all the facts, will be willing to 
do it.

THE NEGLECTED GOOSEBERRY.

In the headlines of a market page we hap- 
pened to read the words “Watermelons, 
Gooseberries and Plums on the Local Mar- 
ket.” which reminded us that the gooseberry 
never seems to have had a square deal.

Let some true 
bard tune up and hymn its excellencies.

ANOTHER ADMIRALTY SHAKE-UP?® 

(From The St. Louis Republic.) 

England will proceed to hold another post- 
mortem upon the admiralty, and an extensive 
shake-up, if not another cabinet crisis, is 
likely to follow as a result of the Germans’ 
virtory over the British fleet in a twenty- 
four-hour fight in the North sea. London ad- 
mits the British loss was three battle cruisers, 
the Queen Mary, Indefatigable and Invinci- 
bles; the cruisers Defense and Black Prince 
and the destroyers Tipperary, Turbulent, 
Fortune, Sparrowhawk and Ardent, while 
the cruiser Warrior was disabled and six 
destroyers are not yet accounted for. 

Berlin admits the loss of the battleship 
Pommern and a small cruiser, the Weisbaden, 
with one ship missing, and remarks that the 
Germans fought against heavy odds. It is 
the biggest sea battle since the present war 
began.

It is the motor car of peace, susceptible

to the requirements of war, which forms the * 


nucleus of our transportation preparedness. 
The buses of Paris transported the 
French and Belgian troops by the thousands 
to the frontier to resist the invasion of Bel- 
gium. Had pleasure cars been as plentiful 
in Paris as they are in any one of our larg- 
est cities, 200,000 troops could have been 
moved 100 miles every five hours. The motor 
cars owned in New York state alone could 
transport 1,000,000 men from New York city 
to the eastern limit of Long Island tn three 
or four hours—provided, of course, some 
method were found to overcome the difficul- 
ties of congestion at the bridges and on the 
main roads. It is not a lack of equipment 
rather it is a lack of the organization, the 
experience, the practice which would enable 
us to mobilize these men and machines in 
the shortest possible time. 

But with a view to overcoming this de- 
fect, it is proposed, 
to be held this summer, to enlist 2,000 car 
owners in New York city who will signify 
their willingness to loan their machines for 
a day’s mobilization. With these -,000 ma- 
chines it is to be determined how quickly 
10,000 members of the national] guard, pre- 
viously assembled in the armorieg, can be 
transported to a designated camping ground. 
This will form the nucleus of a plan which 
will make possible, with our present privately 
owned equipment, the quick concentration of 
men and supplies at any desired point along 
our rapidly increasing network of good, hard- 
surfaced highways. 
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BATTLING UNDER THE SEA WITH TELE- 
PHONES, “ 
(From Popular Science Monthly.) 

Although the submarine is blind after it 
dives it can be made to hear with the aid 
of microphones, or electrical ears. Edward 
F. Chandler, an inventor who has made a 
close study of submarine problems, has work- 
ed. out a method of utilizing microphones 
whereby a submerged craft may direct its 
course accurately toward a hostile ship. 

“In the modern telephone,” says Mr. Chan- 
dler, “the transmitter is essentially a micro- 
phone, the pressure of the sound waves being 
communicated to the conductors by means of 
a diaphragm. The submarine equipped for

phones on its port and starboard bows. Tele- 
phone ear-pieces enable the submarine com- 
mander to listen to the sounds gathered by 
the microphones. If the submarine is not 
pointed head on toward the ship to be de- 
Stroyed the microphone on the off side will 
hear less-than the other, and the difference 
in the volume of sound received by the two 
microphone detectors will be noted at once 
in the telephone receivers. The commander. 
changes his course until he hears equally 
well with both ear-pieces., 

“While it is perfectly feasible to direct a 
submarine by telephone it is much more 
effective convert the microphone vibra- 
tions into visual signals. AS a result the 
commander of a submarine has only to watch 
a finger move over a dial in order to know 
what course he should steer. In a sense 
he sees the sound which the microphone de- 
tectors hear. 

“While a visual steering indicator is pri- 
marily depended upon to guide the submarine 
on its deadly errand, telephones are con- 
nected with the microphones to be used when 
the occasion arises. With their aid the com- 
mander can distinguish one underwater sound 
from another and interpret it correctly. A 
tramp steamer can be microphonically dig- 
tinguished from a Mauretania, a torpedo boat 
from a superdreadnaught, and above all a 
submarine craft from a_ surface craft. 
Thus the charatcer of the unseen ship miles 
away can be ascertained. 

“But apart from listening to passing ships, 
the telephones will be required to receive 
messages from an admiral on a battleship 
five miles away. Both warships and mer- 
chantmen are equipped with submarine sig- 
naling devices—devices which send forth 
either bell sounds or rhythmic vibrations. It 
is easy to see how useful they can be made 
to telegraph orders to a submarine ynder 
water five miles or more away.”

mained on guard in Huntsville. 

Percy Brooks, owner of a ferry over 
the Tennessee river near where the 
body of the probate judge was found 
yesterday, shot through the heart and 
weighed down with iron, was taken 
last night to Birmingham, and two of 
his employees, Jack Goforth and Joe 
Spangler, were held in the jail here as 
witnesses. Judge Lawler last was seen 
Wednesday night of last week after 
telling his wife he was going to the 
courthouse to meet a former political 
foe, whom, he said, had sent him a note 
requesting the meeting. 

Jadge Tried to Reach Friends. 


Today it developed that Judg® Law- 
ler had used the courthouse telephone 
Wednesday night in an attempt to 
reach some of his friends. They told 
Sheriff Phillips today that Judge Law- 
ler had called their homes in their ab- 
sence Wednesday night, and believed 
that he had “got suspicious” and sought 
them to join him at the courthouse. 
On Wednesday night, however, there 
was a chautauqua meéeting in progress 
and a large wedding, which, it was 
paid, took virtually all persons of prom- 
inence away from their homes. 

Madison county authorities were said 
to be working on the theory that Judge 
Lawler either was killed in an af- 
fray at the courthouse and his body 
taken to the river and weighted down 
or he was first taken to the neigh- 
borhood of the river and there killed. 

The automobile in which the judge 
is said to have ridden to the court- 
house was found near there Thursday 
the sheriff found the judge's 
glasses.

Huntsville remained quiet tonight, 
with little knots of eitizens gathered 
here and there throughout the town 
talking still of the killing and of the 
various political events which preced- 
ed it. The jud@e had been a champion 
of the prohibitionist forces while his 
opponent, B. D, Overton, was placed 
on the other side. 

Judge Lawier, who was 56 years old, 
leaves a widow, a mother, 75 years 
old, and a brother and sister. He had 
mo children.

CROOKED FOOTBALL 
T0 BE PUT UNDER BAN 


Code of Ethics to Govern Game 
Beyond Point Where 
Rules Now Stop. 


Boston, June 18.—A code of ethics to 
govern football beyond the point where 
the rules now stop was announced to- 
day by E. K. Hall, of Dartmouth, chair- 
man of the football rules committee, 
which comprises 14 graduate represen- 
tatives of various colleges in the east 
and middle west. he committee, 
which already has revised slightly the 
Playing rules for next season, is to 
a egg the code as a supplement to the 
rules. 

The suggestion made by the commit- 
tee follows in part: 

“Holding is prohibited by the rules 
because it does not belong in the game 
of football. It is unfair play. It elim- 
inates skill. The slowest man in the 
world could make a forty-yard run in 
every play if the rest of his teammates 
would hold their opponents long enough. 
Coaching from the side lines is Srohib- 
ited in the rules because it is consid- 
ered an unfair practice. The game is 
to be played ‘by the players using their 
own muscle and their own brains. 

“Beating the ball, by an unfair use 
of a starting signal, is nothing less 
than deliberately stealing an advan- 
tage from the other side. An honest 
starting signal is good football, but a 
starting signal which has for its pur- 
pose ee the team in a fraction of 
a second before the ‘ball is put in play 
in the hopé that it will not be detected 
by the officials is nothing short of 
crookedness. 

“Talking to your opponents if it falls 
short of being abusive’ or insulting is 
not prohibited by the rules, partly be- 
cause it ought not to be necessary and 
partly because no rules can make a 
gentleman out of a mucker. No good 
sportsman is ever guilty of cheap talk 
to his opponents. 


“When an official imposes a penalty | 


or makes a decision he is simply doing 
his duty as he sees it. He is on the 
field representing the integrity of the 
game of football and his decision, even 
though he may have made a mistake in 
judgment, is final and conclustve and 
should be so accepted. If there is any- 
thing to be said let your captain do the 
talking. That’s his business. Yours 
is to keep quiet and play the game.”

Ideutenant General Count von Moltke 
Was a nephew of the late Field Mar- 
shal von Moltke, the great strategist, 
who directed the victorious movements 
of the German armies when they 
achieved their memorable triumph in 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870. At 
the time of his uncle’s death in 1891, 
he was a major, but in 1899 he was 
made a general, three years later a 
lieutenant general, and in 1902 chief 
of the general staff, in which last 
named office he has been ¢redited with 
having perfected the splendid organi- 
zation of the Germany army. 

During the fall of 1914 announce- 


‘+ ments of General von Moltke’s illness 


were followed by reports that he had 
been superseded as chief of the gen- 
eral staff.

AUSTRIANS FLEEING

and northwest of Verdun met with no 
success, says the French war office, 
and the Germans suffered heavy cas- 
vualties in their attacks—delivered 
against Le Mort Homme and Thiau- 
mont sectors. 

Again there has been considerable 
activity in the Argonne forest and in 
the Vosges mountains, where the 
French in the former sector used their 
long range artillery effectively against 
German positions and in the latter sec- 
‘tor put down a surprise infantry at- 
tack southwest of Carspach. 

On the French front much fighting 
in the air has taken place. A British 
flier drove down a German machine, 
and French aviators accounted for 
seven others. The French lost one ma- 
chine. 

As yet the Austrians have not with- 
drawn troops from the Italian front, 
because of the Russian offensive in the 
east, says the Rome communication, 
and they are continuing their violent 
efforts to break through the Italian 
line. Their efforts, however, are meet- 
ing with no success, the attacks being 
put down with heavy casualties. 

Austrian air squadrons have bom- 
barded numerous towns in northern 
Italy. 


MORE VICTORIES 


FOR RUSSIANS. 

Petrograd, June 18.—(Via London.)— 
The capture by the Russians of Czer- 
nowitz, capital of the Austro-Hungarian 
crown land of Bukowina, was officially 
announced today by the Russian war 
office. 

The official statement follows: 

“The emperor has received a con- 
gsratulatory telegram from the King of 
Serbia on the overwhelming success 
of the brilliant Russian troops, with 
warm wishes for continued success. A 
similar telegram was received from the 
Serbian crown prince, stating that the 
Serbian troops were filled with warm 
admiration and joy over the Russian 
victories. 

“On the front of General Brussiloff’s 
army the enemy maintains his resist- 


ance, making repeated counter attacks, 


which our troops repulsed successfully, 
pressing the enemy more closely in 
various directions and taking prisoners 
and booty. 

“Yesterday at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon General Lechnitzky’s troops cap- 
tured by assault the bridgehead at 
Czernowitz, on the left bank of the 
Pruth. After desperate fighting for 
the passage of the river, where the en- 
emy had destroyed the bridges, we oc- 
Our troops are pur- 
suing the enemy, who is retreating in 
the direction of the Carpathian passes. 
In the course of the capture of the 
bridgehead we took more than 1,000 
prisoners and also seized guns in Czer- 
nowitz. 

“The following details have been re- 
ceived ‘of the fighting on the remain- 
der of the front: The troops of Gen- 
eral Kaledines have repulsed desperate 


enemy counter attacks in which German 


troops from the French front were en- 
gaged. In the region of the village 
of Gadomitche, on the Styr, a hot en- 
gagement occurred. Thus far the Ger- 
man-and Austrian prisoners amount to 
70 officers and 2,000 men and.we also 
have taken eight machine guns. “The 
Germans furiously attacked the village 
of Svidniks, on the north bank of the 
Stokhod. We repulsed the attack not- 
withstanding the fire of the enemy’s 
armored train.

Berlin, June 18.—(Via London.)—Ger- 
man'troops under General von Linsin- 
gen are holding in check the Russians 
advancing toward Kovel from the 
southeast, army headquarters an- 
nounced today.

Columbus, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)—

of the state’s special deputiés, con- 
stables and agents from Girard, ac- 
tivities in Russell county attendant on 
stamping out the liquor traffic are at 
an end for the time being at least.

Twenty-eight warrants were dis- 
posed of in the two justice court pro- 
ceedings last week, and the value of 
liquors represented therein is not 1¢ 
lieved to have been in excess of $150,- 
900, this being far below the figures

$750,000 to $1,250,000. _However, in con- 
nection with the warrants and disposal, 
a number of these, under which suc- 
cessful raids were conducted, have not 
been returned for docketing and trial.

That He Be Given Ad- — 
ditional Troops. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 18.—News 
that President Wilson had called out 
the militia for. border duty was receiv- 
ed with gratification at army head- 
quarters here. General Funston has 
long insisted that he be given addi- 
tional troops, not only to assist the 
regular troops in patrolling the bor- 
der, but to be in readiness to play a 
part in any other operations that might 
be undertaken. 

It was understood that General Fun- 
ston already has suggested to Gen- 
eral Scott that in the event the militia 
was called upon all organizations not 
already fit for service be held at their 
home stations until equipped and ready 
for the field. This plan would not pre- 
vent the dispatch immediately, how- 
ever, of the militia of at least three or 
four states which are now comparable 
to regular troops, so far as equipment 
and organization are concerned.

from General James Parker, command- 
ing this military, district, who had ex- 
changed messages? with General Al-| 
fredo Ricaut, Carranza commander of 
the Matamoros district... J. Z. Garza, 
Mexican consul here, acted as inter- 
mediary. 

General Ricaut, according to the mes- 
ages, promised he would capture and 
punish the bandits who raided the 
American side of the Ria Grande. The 
Matamoros commander demanded the 
immediate withdrawal of the troops 
on making this promise and its ac~ 
ceptance by General Parker, threat- 
ening to attack unless this was done. 
Consul Garza told General Parker Gen- 
eral Ricaut, might not be able to stop 
the Mexican troops in the brush who 
might attack. He was told the United 
States cavalry could stop them. Gen- 
eral Ricaut last night had demanded. 
the immediate withdrawal of the ex- 
pedition and threatening to attack un- 
less this was done. Ricaut was told, 
it is understood, such an attack meant 
war. Today’s exchanges between the 
two commanders resulted in a prom- 
ise being exacted from Ricaut that he 
would capture and punish the bandits 
who raided the American side. General 
Parker accepted this promise, and or- 
dered the withdrawal, through Colonel 
R. L. Bullard, of the Twenty-sixth in- 
fantry, who had joined™the expedition 
during the night. . 

The expedition recrossed the river on 
pontoon bridges. 

Parker’s Report to Funston. 

General Parker’s report to General 
Funston on the expedition filed before 
the expedition began withdrawing, dur- 
ing which it was attacked by bandits 
from the rear, follows:

The object’of the crossing having 
been accomplished, and in consequences 
of promises made by the Mexican 
commander, General Ricaut, to capture 
and punish the bandits, I have ow 
dered Colonel] Bullard, commanding, 
withdraw Major Anderson’s command 
to this side of the Rio Grande and go 
into camp at San Pedro with the en- 
tire command, consisting of the second 
squadron of the third cavalry, plus a 
machine gun there, plus one machine 
gzun company, of the 26th infantry, one 
battalion of the 26th infantry and a de- 
tachment of the 4th infantry. 

“It is believed that the prompt and 
vigorous action taken in hot pursuit 
and following across the hitherto safe 
refuges of these notorious raiders will 
have a fine salutary effect on condi- 
tions along this part of the border.” 


FUNSTON AMAZED 
AT WITHDRAWAL. 


- San Antonio, Texas, June 18.—Gen- 
eral James Parker withdrew from Mex- 
ico today the several hundred American 
ig near Brownsville 
yesterday in pursuit of bandits that 
had attacked a small detachment of 
infantry on the American side the night 
before. , 

On the way out armed men, charac- 
terized by General Parker as bandits, 
opened a sniping fire on the retreating 
column, making necessary a light rear 
gsuard action, resulting in the killing 


of one of the attacking party and the | 


wounding of two others. None of the 
Americans was hit. General Parker’s 
explanation to General Funston of his 
withdrawal was that he regarded the 
dispersal of the bandits, the object of 
the expedition, as accomplished. : 

Unconcealed astonishment was shown 
at the department headquarters: when 
it was learned that the Americans 
were back on this side of the line, 
although there was displayed no dis- 
position to criticise General Parker. It 
was realized that a longer stay on the 
Mexican side probably would have 
caused a clash between the Americans 
and the troops of the de facto govern- 
ment. 

General Parker’s order to Major Ed- 
ward Anderson to move his troops back 
into Texas came after an exchange of 
messages (by him and General Ricaut, 
Carranza commander at Matamoros, J. 
Z. Garza, Mexican consul at Browns- 
ville, acting as intermediary. 


Threatened to Attack. 


General Ricaut plainly told the Amer- 
ican general that the force,which he 
regarded as an invading force, would 
be attacked unless it withdrew. 

General Parker replied that the bel- 
ligerent attitude of the Mexican of- 
ficer was the best way to guarantee 
the continuation of the presence of the 
American soldiers in Mexico. He told 
him that if attacked, they would stay 
and gave him to understand that in 
that case reinforcements would be sent 
in numbers sufficient to withstand any 
force General Ricaut might bring up 
to oppose them. ; 

General Ricaut became more concil- 
iatory after receiving General Parker’s 
communication and began clearing the 
Mexican troops from the route the 
Americans would have to traverse on 
their way home. When the arrange- 
ments were completed, General Parker 
sent orders to Major Anderson to with- 
draw. The de facto government troops 
were reported not to have molested the 
Americans. : 

General Ricaut asserted his ability 
and intention to run down the bandits. 

It had been assumed at army head- 
quarters that General Parker would 
not regard the task of Major Anderson 
completed so quickly; also it had been 
assumed that General Ricaut would 
carry out his threat to attack the 
AmeriCans. 

Funston Expected Clash. 

Convinced that a clash would occur, 
General Funston and his staff had 
made all preparations to back up the 
expedition and to meet such other con- 
tingencies as might arise at other 
points along the border. 

The withdrawal of the American 
troops was regarded by most army offi- 
cers here as having warded off a clash, 
but it was feared that the precedent 
of so quick a withdrawal might make 
more difficult similar operations along 
the border when again it becomes nec- 
essary to chase bandits across.the line 
into Mexico. 

Whether the ‘early termination of 
the chase would have a salubrious ef- 
fect on the bandit organizations that 
infest the border for hundreds of miles 
was one of speculation among army 
officers. A majority of them expressed 
the opinion that the effect would be 
to encourage them to make fresh raids, 
believing that if they could regain a 
footing on the Mexican side they would 
be safe from long pursuit. 

Few, if any, of the officers here be- 
lieved that the raids had ended, and 
General Funston and his staff were 
studying carefully all reports affecting 
the situation in which General Persh- 
ing had been placed, the reports of 
anti-American demonstrations in Mex- 
ico, unexplained movements of Mexi- 
and the news of disturb- 
ances along the Arizona border. The 
military machinery was gone over 
carefully today by staff officers, and 
if any overt act of Carranza Dg 
should make it necessary it could be 
set in motion without loss of time. 

Statement by Funston. 

General Funston tonight issued the 
followin

ders which he had received in a man- 
ner entirely satisfactory to me and in 
accordance with instructions which 
have been received from the war de-
